London, Jan. i8.—The proposed 
celebration of the signing of the treaty 
of peace between Britain and Aimerica 
at Ghent, on Christmas Eve, 1814, is 
taking a wider scope than was at first 
thought likely. Notices have been 
received of the intentions of all the 
principal cities of Canada to make 
some sort of demonstration, mainly in 
connection with the different fairs. 
To that end committees have been 
formed here and in America to consi- 
der the best methods. One suggestion 
1s that commemorative monuments 
should be erected in Cannda, England 
and the United States. Another is 
that Sulgrave Manor, Northaimpton- 
shire, the arcestral home of the 
Washingtons, should be purchased 
and inaintained asashow placo. It 
has already beon decided io’erect a 
monument to Queen Victoria and a 
bust of William Pitt (Lord Chatham) 
in Washington. It is further sug- 
gested that the occasion wil! especially 
well fit itself for the proposed erection 
by Canada of the monumetit to Gen, 
Wolfe. Be 

The inaugural meeting of the Bri- 
tish committee was held at the Man- 
sion House, London, recently, the lord 
mayor presiding.
